Dear Sir: 

This Petition pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.181 is to request Correction of Inventorship 
pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.324. Specifically, Applicant requests that Lawrence R. Marcin whose 
name was inadvertently omitted as an inventor in the instant patent be restored such that the 
inventors of this patent are Lawrence R. Marcin and Ronald J. Mattson. 

This Petition for Correction of Inventorship is accompanied by (1) Statement pursuant to 
§1.324(b)(l) by Lawrence R. Marcin, the only person being added as an inventor; (2) Statement 
pursuant to § 1.324(b)(2) by Ronald J. Mattson, the only currently named inventor; (3) 
Statement pursuant to § 1.324(b)(3) by the Assignee of both Lawrence R. Marcin and Ronald J. 
Mattson, Bristol-Myers Squibb Co.; and (4) Fee of $130.00 pursuant to § 1.20(b). 
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Statement of Facts under 51.181(b) 

The instant patent U.S. 6,822,100, USSN 10/713,893 (Exhibit A) in which Lawrence R. 
Martin was inadvertently omitted from is a divisional of U.S. 6,777,437, USSN 10/091,232 
(Exhibit B) in which Lawrence R. Martin and eight other inventors were correctly named. 
When filing the instant application, Dr. Martin's name correctly appeared on the title page of 
the application along with Dr. Mattson's (Exhibit C). However, the accompanying "Petition to 
Delete Correctly Named Persons Who Are Not Inventors of Invention Now Being Claimed 
under 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(b)" (Exhibit D) mistakenly included Dr. Martin's name in the list of 
inventors from the parent case who were designated not to be inventors of the instant divisional 
patent. Due to this clerical error, Dr. Martin's name was removed from the instant patent upon 
issuance when it should not have been. The inadvertent nature of this error is especially 
apparent being that the heading of said 1.48(b) Petition reads, "IN RE APPLICATION OF 
MARCIN ET AL. M , Le. 9 the very name inadvertently being requested for deletion as inventor.

In light of the above facts and the accompanying Statements and Exhibits, Applicant 
respectfully requests of the Commissioner that Lawrence R. Marcin be added as the first in a list 
of two inventors, i.e., Lawrence R. Marcin of Bethany, CT (US) and Ronald J. Marcin of 
Meriden, CT (US) in U.S. 6,822,100.
